Hitler Wants Antinazis Taken 


From Finance and Propa- 


ganda Bureaus. 


VIENNA. (UP), pemands for 


.he removal of antinaKi elements 
from the highly important depart- 
ments of finance and propaganda 
were understood to have brought 
the German-Austrian drisis to a 
new deadlock. 


It was because of these diffi- 


culties 
over 
consummation 
of 


Fuehrer Hitler's plans, observers 
believed, that the new Austrian 
minister. of interior. Dr. Arthur 
von Seysz-Inquart, a nazi sup- 
sorter, hastened to Berlin and con- 
ferred with Hitler. 


Hitler was said to be insisting 


upon the removal of Victor Kien- 
boeck, governor of the National 
bank of Austria and former fi- 
nance minister. 
The failure of 


trade negotiations, which were 
broken off suddenly Monday, was 
ascribed to Kienboeck's opposition 
:o extension of further credit fa- 
cilities for Austro-German trade. 


Kienboeck also objected to Aus- 


tria's participation in Germany's 
four year plan for economic self- 
sufficiency, the major German de- 
mand.

Britain and France looked to 


Hitler Thursday for clarification 
of his intentions toward Austria, 
but there was no indication that 
either London or Paris would do 
more than ask questions about the 
southward 
spread 
of nazi 
in- 


fluence 


Austria's German-endorsed min- 


ister of interior, Arthur Seysz-In- 
quart, arrived at Behn to report 
to the fuehrer on the progress of 
Austro-German military, political 
and economic co-operation. 


Vienna principally was intent 


upon winning from Hitler a*prom- 
ise of economic aid and a direct 
guarantee of Austrian sovereignty 
in return for her concessions to 
nazidom, the naming of cabinet 
ministers acceptable to Germany 
and freeing political prisoners. 


The feeling in the Austrian cap- 


ital was that Hitler's long heralded

WHETHER 
PLAN WILL WORK 


Says His .Proposal Assumes 


Private Utilities Want 


to Sell Out. 


WASHINGTON. (UP). Senator 


Morris "father" of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority, expressed doubt 
Thursday that the plan of 3. D. 
Rosa, administrator of the Bonne- 
ville dam power project, for gov- 
ernment purchase of private utility 
plants, would settle the contro- 
versy between the utilities and 
government. 
"I have unlimited confidence in 


Ross," Norris said, "and would go 
along on hia judgment. 
But his 


plan assumes that the private^util- 
ities want ,to sell. 
It could not 


apply in the TVA area, because 
Jiere the private companies have 
flatly 
ignored 
the requests of 


municipalities for terms of sale." 


Ross' plan, revealed in a letter 


to , John R. Neal of Knoxville, 
Tenn., advocated^ that offers to 
purchase power companies in the 
states of Washington 
and Ne- 


braska 
come from 
the 
public 


agency that wishes to buy, after 
a study of the property "from all 
angles Instead of merely from 
physical valuation." 


The plan proposed by Ross was 


made public by TVA Chairman 
Morgan in a letter to 13 senators 
and 22 representatives. 
Morgan 


said Ross' 
'sound policy" 
was 


'substantially identical" with his. 


"The fact that Mr. Ross pro- 


poses a solution practically Iden- 
tical with that which I have advo- 
cated for four and a half years," 
Morgan said, "throws light on the 
•teadily maintained propaganda to 
the effect that my position is a 
surrender of the public' Interest, 
and la unduly favorable to the 
•utilities" '

Referring to, his disagreement 


with the TVA co-directors, David 
Lllienthal and Harcourt A. Mor- 
gan, Chairman Morgan said his 
oower policy "was then (at begin- 
ning of the TVA) and is now op- 
nosed by the TVA director who, 
invariably supported by the third 
member of the board, dictated the 
Dower policy." 


Norris referring to his allega- 


tion that public utilities in the 
TVA area have refused to sell, 
said: "In Memphis, where the peo- 
ule voted 17 to 1 for a municipal 
svstem, the 
city 
could get no 


answer from the company. 
The 


company has a perfect right to 
sav:~ 'Go to hell' and that leaves 
the city with only one course of 
action and that is to build its own 
system."

Curran, president of the national 
maritime union, charged to the 
rival international longshoremen's 
union a share of responsibility for 
he deaths of 17 members of his 
union. 


The maritime chief, appearing 


before the senate commerce and 
abor committees, accused Joseph 
'. Ryan, president of the rival 


A. F. of Li. union, "and his sub- 
ordinates" with 
participation in 


the waterfront strife. 


Curran testified that 125 mem- 


bers of his C. I. O. union had been 
injured in picketing activities since 
he organization was formed. 


Curran denied that he was 'a 


communist. He asserted also that 
there was no truth in Ryan's 
statements that the N. M. U. op- 
erated "boof" and "goon" squads 
designated to "beat up" 
seamen 


who resisted their organization ef- 
forts. 
"I demand in behalf of the na- 


tional maritime union that, 
as 


Ryan has made these charges a 
part of the record, he be made to 
arove them," Curran declared. 


The union chief also denied that 


Secretary of Labor Perkins had 
jfiven 
undue assistance to 
the 


2. 
I. O. group 
as 
Ryan had 


charged. 


"An investigation into the activi- 


:ies of Joseph P. Ryan in the past 
few years would uncover much 
collusion 
between

crooked politicians

eteers," Curran declared. 


Harry Bridges, west coast mari- 


time leader, Curran said, "has con- 
tributed much to advance the wel- 
fare of the workers in the marl- 
time industry." 


"I do not 
know his 
political 


opinions—but I do know he has 
the respect and confidence of tens 
of thousands of marine workers," 
the C. I. O. leader added. 


He said, however, that the com- 


munist party had been more help- 
ful to workers than other liberal 
groups regardless of 
what 
the 


long time objective of the party 
might be.

SOVIET EXPLORERS 


AREIN GOOD HEALTH 


Decide to Remain on Their 


Ice Floe Camp Until Ice- 


breaker Arrives. 


MOSCOW. UP>. Soviet Russia's 


four drifting scientists drank beer 
and ate tangerines Thursday and 
decided to stay on their ice floe 
camp until the Icebreaker Taimyr 
reaches them. Their first taste of 
the outside world after more than 
eight months on the floe came 
Wednesday when two airplanes 
landed from nearby rescue- ships 
off the Greenland coast and de- 
livered a half dozen bottles of beer 
and a bag. of tangerines. 
Ivan Papanin, the camp's com- 
mander, sent back word to Alexei 
Ostaltseff, chief of rescuers aboard 
the icebreaker Taimyr, that he 
wanted to move out all the scien- 
tific equipment the party used in 
polar weather observations before 
quitting tbe camp.' 


Small planes such as those 
which landed near the floe would 
require too many trips for the 
transfer, and the explorers could 
stay on the ice three months 
longer if necessary. It 
was ex- 


pected, however, that they would 
be taken off soon. 


Ostaltseff radioed to Moscow 
»that he was confident the Taimyr 


would succeed In plowing its way 
up to the camp. The greatest ob- 
•bfecle was five miles of thick pack 
ice about the explorers' floe. 
The Taimyr, aided by patches of 
open water, reported making fast 
progress. 
It 
smashed forward 
about 10 miles Thursday, about 
half the distance which separated 
the ship from the camp Wednes- 
day. 


Gennady Vlasoff, pilot of one of 


the planes which reached the floe, 
•aid the explorers were in excel- 
^ent health and spirits and that 
'their equipment was in good con- 
dition. 
His plane 
was from a 
second rescue ship, the Murman.

Curator Thinks Cavern 


May Surpass Carlsbad's. 
CARLSBAD, N. M. (*». R. P. 


Burnet, curator of the Carlsbad 
museum, 
announced , Wednesday 


discovery of a great, new cave, 
which may prove even larger than 
the famed Carlsbad cavern, itself 
the 
second 
biggest 
previously 


known in the world. 


The cave, its entrance situated 
about 12 miles south of Carlsbad 
cavern, i» so vast, Burnet said, 
that an exploring party walked 
six hours without reaching the end 
of. its first huge chamber. 
The ceiling of the vault, he said, 


was so high it could not be eeen, 
and the width was about 700 feet. 
Thirteen hundred feet of wire was 
strung behind the exploring party, 
until the supply was exhausted. 


Burnet said the group, including 
Oscar Millard, London newspaper 
correspondent and author, conttn- 
used until a bend in the great vault 
was reached, but could not learn 
what lay beyond. Since only one 
entrance to Carlsbad cavern ever 
has been discovered and much of 
that famous underground -wonder 
remains 
unexplored, speculation 


arose over the possibility that the 
new cave might be an extension of 
its neighbor.

FRANCES WILLARD. 


The W. C. T. U. the world 


around is honoring the memory 
of France* E. Willard on this an- 
niversary of her death. She was 
born Sept. 28, 1839, and died Feb. 
17, 1898. If she had lived to cele- 
brate 
her 
next birthday anni- 


versary she would have been 99 
years of age. 


Miss Willard was born in New 


York state and grew up in Wis- 
consin. She was employed in school 
work, and later traveled much in 
foreign countries. In 1878 she was 
employed on the Chicago Post and 
Mail aa editbr, and In 1879 was 
elected president of the W. C. T. U. 
She held that office by re-election 
until the date of her death. 
In 


her later years she devoted much 
time to lecturing, promoting the 
work of her organization and edit- 
ing the Union Signal, the organ 
of the W. C. T. U. She was the 
author of a number of books, 
among them "Glimpses of Fifty 
Years," published in 1889. She was 
a powerful speaker, with the abil- 
ity to move audiences and impress 
them with her'point of view. 


In the early 70's, while the 


women of her organization were 
conducting temperance crusades 
thruout the middle west, she took 
an active part in that work. In 
Chicago she opened headquarters 
in a bare room, provided for her 
by the Y. M. C. A. and started a 
daily prayer meeting for drinking 
men, where pledge signing and 
gospel evangelism were the fea- 
tures of an everyday program. 
She refused a salary and deter- 
mined to live on faith and such 
income as might come to her. with- 
out request. Her privations, how- 
ever, which were often featured 
by going without food and by 
walking long distances when she 
had no carfare, resulted in a seri- 
ous illness and on the advice of 
friends she was induced to accept 
a reasonable salary for her \Edrk. 


For many years she was the na- 


tion's most prominent worker in 
the temperance field. She was one 
of the first to declare for prohi- 
bition as the only means to pro- 
tect the home against drink. Be- 
cause she believed that the possi- 
bility of prohibition would be ^en- 
hanced by the woman vote, she 
became an ardent suffragist. 


Frances Willard left her impress 


on a nation that needed the efforts 
of herself and her kind. The 
groundwork for stricter regulation

Mr. Landon has written to Sen- 


ator Capper that repeated predic- 
tions of surpluses are unwarranted 
and have cost the American farm- 
ers millions of dollars. He says, 
"There is no surplus of bread 
wheats in America today. There 
is no prospect lor a burdensome 
surplus, even under favorable con- 
ditions. It will require conditions 
far better than normal to produce 
even an average crop of wheat." 


Mr. Landon speaks from the 


viewpoint of the western wheat 
grower. He doesn't want false or 
questionable reports spread con- 
cerning a possible surplus. He re- 
calls importations of foodstuffs in 
recent years and he would avoid 
repetition of that if possible. He 
has a feeling that the American 
farmer should produce the food 
for the nation, and that any im- 
portation works a loss to the 
armer. 
Many American wheat growers 


will extend to Mr. Landon their 
appreciation for his effort to dis- 
courage the spread of a prediction 
of a price depressing surplus. They 
will argue that such a surplus is 
not in sight. 


MORE OB LE88 rCRSONAL. 
One of the objections to prohibi- 
tion wa» that it promoted bootleg- 
ging. That la the trouble with a 
great many restrictive and ttuc 
laws. It has ont been a long while 
ago that we heard a great deal 
about the. bootlegging of gasoline. 
That has been reduced thru forc- 
ing the transportation of gasoline 
into the state thru specified ports 
of entry. A closer watch is kept 
on those who handle it. In Colo- 
rado they have a sales tax law 
that is Imposed on transactions in 
food. Reports from that state are 
that there is a great deal of boot- 
legging of foodstuffs across the 
borders of the state.

"There are, at least 50,000,000 


stray cats in this country, and 
Wisconsin has its share of them. 
If we would rid ourselves of them, 
we indirectly would save millions 
of dollars in crops. Stray cats are 
vicious killers and 
feed upon 
voung birds, rabbits, squirrels and 
other small animals beneficial to 
man. 
"Birds are so valuable in curb- 
ing the spread of insect life that 
the earth would be uninhabitable 
for man within six years if all 
birds were killed tomorrow. In- 
sects would destroy all vegeta- 
tion." 
Game birds suffer heavily from 
the attacks of renegade cats, Dr.

When fall comes 
and the resorts close, owners turn 
the cats out to shift for them- 
selves."

and Wheat Quotas of 


the 1938 Federal Farm Bill 


The i>ew federal farm bill w re- 
cently pused by congress 1* being 
published by Instalments In The 
Journal The exact language of the 
bill is being printed in daily instal- 
ments. The farm bill is known as 
the "agricultural adjustment act of 
1938."

The third Instalment beginning 
with the sections relating to corn 
marketing quotas follows:

Finding. 


Sec. 321. Com Is a basic source 
of food for the nation, and corn 
produced in the commercial corn- 
producing area move& almo&t wholly 
in interstate and foieign commerce 
in the form of corn, livestock and 
livestock pioducts. 
Abnormally excessive and abnor- 
mally deficient supplies ot 
corn 
acutely and directly affect, burden, 
and obstruct interstate and foreign 
commerce in corn, livestock, and 
livestock products. When abnor- 
mally excessive supplies exist, trans- 
portation facilities in interstate and 
foreign commerce arn overtaxed, 
and the handling and processing 
facilities thru which the flow of in- 
terstate and foreign commerce in 
corn, livestock, and livestock prod- 
ucts is directed become acutely con- 
gested 
Abnormally deficient sup- 
plies result in substantial decreases 
In livestock production and in an 
Inadequate flow of livestock and 
livestock products in interstate and 
foreign commerce, with the conse- 
quence of unreasonably high prices 
to consumers. 
Violent fluctuations from year to 
year In the available supply of corn 
disrupt the balance between 
the 
supply of livestock and livestock 
products moving in interstate and 
foreign commerce and the supply 
of corn available for feeding. When 
available supplies of corn are exces- 
sive, corn prices are low and farm- 
ers overexpand livestock production 
in order to find outlets for corn. 
Such expansion, together with the 
relative scarcity and high price of 
corn, forces farmers to market ab- 
normally excessive supplies of live- 
stock in interstate commerce at sac- 
rifice prices, endangering the finan- 
cial stability of producers, and over- 
taxing handling and processing fa- 
cilities thru which the flow of in- 
terstate and foreign commerce in 
livestock and livestock products is 
directed. Such excessive marketings 
deplete livestock on farms, and live- 
stock marketed in interstate and 
foreign commerce consequently be- 
comes abnormally low, with result- 
ant high prices to consumers and 
danger to the financial stability of 
persons engaged in transporting, 
handling, and processing livestock 
In Interstate and foreign commerce. 
These high prices in turn result in 
another overexpansion of livestock 
production. 
Recurring violent fluctuations In 
the price of corn resulting *rom 
corresponding violent fluctuations 
in the supply of corn directly affect 
the movement of livestock in inter- 
state commerce from the range cat- 
' tie regions to the regions where live- 
stock is fattened for market in in- 
tei state and foreign commerce, and 
also directly affect the movement 
in interstate commerce of 
corn 
marketed as corn which Is trans- 
ported from the regions where pro- 
duced to the regions where livestock 
is fattened for market in interstate 
and foreign commerce. 
Substantially all the corn moving 
in interstate commerce, substanti- 
ally all the corn fed to livestock 
transported in Interstate commerce 
for fattening, and substantially all 
1 the com fed to livestock maiketed 


, in interstate and foreign commerce, 
is produced in the commercial corn- 
p -educing area. Substantially all the 
corn produced in -.the commercial 
corn-producing area, with the ex- 
ception of a comparatively small 
amount used lor farm consumption, 
Is either sold or transported in in- 
terstate commerce, or is fed to live- 
stock transported in interstate com- 
merce for feeding, or is fed to live- 
stock marketed in interstate and 
foreign commerce, Almost all the 
corn produced outside the commer- 
cial corn-producing area' is either 
consumed, or is fed to 
livestock 
which is consumed, in the state in 
which such corn is produced. 
The conditions affecting the pro- 
duction and marketing of corn and 
the livestock products of corn are 
such that, without federal assist- 
ance, farmers, individually 
or la 
co-operation, cannot effectively pre- 
vent the recurrence of disparities 
bctw een the supplies of livestock 
moving in interstate and foreign 
commeice and the supply of corn 
available for feeding, and provide 
for ordei ly marketing of corn in 
Interstate and foreign commerce 
and livestock and livestock products 
in interstate and foreign commerce. 
The national public interest re- 
quires that the burdens on inter- 
state and foreign commerce above 
described be removed by the exer- 
cise of federal power. By reason of 
the administrative and physical im- 
pi ncticablllty of regulating the 
movement of livestock and livestock 
pi oducts in Interstate and foreign 
commerce and the inadequacy of 
any such regulation to remove such 
burdens, such power can be feasibly 
exercised only by providing for the 
withholding from market of exces- 
sive and burdensome supplies of 
co'-n in times of excessive produc- 
tion. and providing a reserve supply 
of corn available for market 
in 
times of deficient production, in or- 
clor that a stable and continuous 
flow of livestock and livestock prod- 
ucts in intei state and foreign com- 
meice may at all times be assured 
and maintained.

Sec 322. (a) Whenever in any 
calendar year the secretary deter- 
mines from available statistics of 
the department, including the AUR- 
ut t production estimate officially 
published by the division of crop 
nnd livestock estimates of the bu- 
icau of agricultural economics of 
the department, that the total sup- 
ply of corn as of Oct. 1 will exceed 
the normal supply thereof bv more 
than 
10 per 
centum, marketing 
quotas shall be In effect In the 
commercial corn-producing area for 
the crop of corn grown in such area 
in such calendar year, and shall re- 
main in effect until terminated in 
accordance with the provisions of 
this title. 
ib) The secretary shall determine, 
on the basis of the estimated aver- 
age yield of corn in such area for 
suen crop, the acreage In such area

retary shall terminate farm market- 
ing quotas for corn in such county

Sec. 327. Not later than Sept. 1, 
the secretary shall ascertain and 
proclaim the total supply, the nor- 
mal supply, and the reserve supply 
level for such marketing year. Not 
later than Feb. 1, the 
secretary 
shall ascertain and proclaim the 
commercial 
corn-producing area 
The ascertainment and proclama- 
tion of the commercial corn-produc- 
ing area for 1938 shall be made not 
later than 10 days after the date 
of the enactment of this act. 


Acreage Allotment, 


Sec. 
328. The acreage allotment 
of corn for any calendar year shall 
be that acreage in the commercial 
corn-producing area which, on the 


basis of the average yield for corn 
years immediately preceding such 
in such area d u r i n g the JO 
calendar 
year 
will produce an 
amount of corn in such area which 
the secretary determines will, to- 
Kther with corn produced in the 
nited States outside the commer-

Sec. 329. (a) The acreage allot- 
ment tor corn shall be apportioned 
by the seoretaiy among the counties 
in the commercial corn-nroducine 
area on the basis ot the acreage 
seeded lor the production of corn 
dpring the 10 calendar years imme- 
diately preceding the calendar year 
in which the apportionment is de- 
termined (plus, in applicable years, 
the acreage 
diverted under pre- 
vious agricultural adjustment and 
conservation programs), with ad- 
justments for abnormal weather 
conditions and for trends in acre- 
age during such period and for the 
promotion of soil-conservation prac- 
tices . Provided, That any down- 
ward adjustment for the promotion 
of soil-conservation practices shall 
not exceed 2 per centum of the total 
acreage allotment that would other- 
wise be made to such county. 
(b) The acreage allotment to the 
county for corn shall be apportioned 
by the secretary, thru the local com- 
mittees, among the farms within the 
county on the basis of tillable acre- 
age, crop-rotation practices, type of 
soil, and topography. 


Sec. 331. Wheat is a basic source 
of food for the nation, Is produced 
thiuout the United States by more 
than a million farmers. Is sold on 
the country wide market and, as 
wheat or flour, flows almost entirely 
thru instrumentalities of interstate 
and foreign commerce from produc- 
ers to consumers. 
Abnormally excessive and 
ab- 
normally deficient supplies of wheat 
on the country wide market acutely 
and directly affect, burden, and ob- 
struct interstate and foreign com- 
merce. Abnormally excessive, sup- 
plies over tax •mally 
the ft'acuities of inter- 
state and foreign 
transportation 
congest terminal markets and mill- 
ing centers in the flow of wheat 
from producers to consumers, de- 


press the price of *ueat in inter- 
state and foi eign commerce, and 
otherwise disrupt the orderly mar- 
keting of such commodity in such 
commerce. 
Abnormally 
deficient 
supplies result 
in an 
inadequate 
flow of wheat and its products in 
interstate and 
foreign commerce 
with consequent Injurious effects to 
the instrumentalities of such com- 
merce and with excessive increases 
in the prices of wheat and its pro- 
ducts in interstate and foreign com- 
merce. 
It is in the interest of the gen- 
eral welfare that interstate and for- 
eign commerce in wheat And its 
products be protected 
from such 
burdensome surpluses and distress- 
ing shortages, and that a supply of 
wheat be maintained which is ade- 
quate to meet domestic consumption 
and export requirements in years of 
drouth, flood, and 
other 
adverse 
conditions as well as in years of 
plenty, and that the soil resources 
of Uie nation be not wasted in the 
production of such burdensome sur- 
pluses. Such surpluses result in dis- 
astrously low prices of whe'at and 
other grains to wheat 
producers, 
destroy the purchasing power of 
grain 
producers 
for 
industrial 
products, and reduce the value of 
the agi i cultural assets supporting 
the national credit structure. Such 
shortages of wheat result in un- 
reasonably high prices of flour and 
bread to consumers 
and loss of 
market outlets by wheat producers. 
The conditions affecting the pro- 
duction and 
marketing of wheat 
are such that, without federal as- 
sistance, farmers, individually or in 
co-operation, cannot effectively pre- 
vent the recurrence of such sur- 
pluses and shortages and the bur- 
dens on interstate and foreign com- 
merce resulting therefrom, maintain 
normal 
vide fo 
thereof in interstate and foreign 
commerce. 
The provisions of this part afford- 
ing a co-operative plan to wheat 
producers are necessary in order to 
minimize recurring surpluses and 
shortages of wheat in interstate *and 
foreign commerce, to provide for the 
maintenance of adequate reserve 
supplies thereof, and to provide for 
an adequate flow of wheat and Its 
products In interstate and foreign 
commerce.

velt administration set in motion

Cotton and Tobacco Growers 


Will Vote on Measure 


Within Month. 


WASHINGTON. (Jtt, The ad- 
ministration's new farm program, 
having reached tile statute books 
despite stiff congressional opposi- 
tion, now faces its lirst teat at the 
hands ol farmers. 
Within a month, 2,225,000 cotton 


and tobacco growers will have an 
opportunity to'cast secret ballots 
on a proposal—authorized by the 
new law—that the agriculture de- 
partment be given broad power to 
control marketing of their crops 
this season. 
President

the bill as "historic legislation" 
when he signed It.

follow the lead of European scien- 
tists. Dr. Boris Sokoloff, New York, 
a medical scientist who has made 
many contributions to the present 
knowledge of cancer, said in the 
Journal of Clinical Medicine and 
Surgery if progress was to be 
made toward decreasing the toll 
of 150,000 persons who die each 
year from the disease, a test simi- 
lar to the Wassermann test for 
syphilis, 
must 
be 
devised for 


cancer. 
Dr. Sokoloff said many of the 
tests developed in European lab- 
oratories had proven accurate in 
from 75i-to 95 percent of the cases 
studied. The fact these tests have 
not been 100 percent 
accurate 


"seems to me insufficient to bar 
any furthe'r investigations in this 
direction," he wrote. Out of 79 
research reports on methods of 
detecting cancer In its early stages 
which have been published during 
the past year only one came from 
the United States, Dr. Sokoloff 
said. 
"In this country, where the 


conditions for cancer research are 
probably at their best as far as 
the funds, the facilities and the 
high standards of technique are 
concerned, practically no efforts 
whatsoever are directed toward 
developing a diagnostic technique 
for cancer," he added. 
While 
research 
institutes 
in 


Prance, Holland and Berlin and 
other foreign cities are hard at 
work to develop a cancer test, 
"American cancer experts devote 
themselves to very numerous and 
diversified aspects of cancer re- 
search, which, to an impartial ob- 
server, frequently seem extreme- 
ly theoretical and obviously far 
removed from immediate applica- 
tion," the physician wrote. 
At least theoretically a test for 
cancer by study of blood or serum 
is workable, he added, since any 
malignant growth causes certain 
specific changes in the glands, 
particularly the pituitary gland at 
the base of the brain and the ad- 
renals which lie just over the kid- 
neys, and also in the blood.?

Will Boost Lamb Feeders' 


Profits, Swanson Tells 


Scottsbluff Crowd.

ern Nebraska lamb feeders can 
profit thru greater use of home 
^rown feeds, Paul Swanson, head 
of livestock investigations at the 
Scottsbluff - experiment ~ station, 
told feeders attending the station's 
20th annual lamb feeders day here. 


Swanson said tests of nine dif- 


ferent 
rations, 
combinations of 


home grown feeds, showed "all the 
rations have a definite value, de- 
pending on the quickness of gain 
desired, feeds available, price of 
local feeds and the market trends 


a sugar beet by- 


product ration of dried pulp, wet 
pulp, beet molasses and beet tops, 
supplemented by a limited amount 
of barley and alfalfa hay made ex- 
cellent gains. The dally gain.for 
this lot was .36 of a pound, the 
second quickest gaining lot In the 
group of ten Mated. 
The gains 


were not only rapid but the cost 
per 100 pounds of gain was the 
lowest for any of the ten lots. The 
net loss per lamb was also lowest 
among, those fed beet by-products. 


"The total pounds of feed con- 


sumed in this lot was 
almost 


double the amount fed in the other 
lots. However, the low market 
value of the feeds makes the ra- 
tion a very economical one." 


Feed cost per 100 pounds for 
lambs fed beet by-products was 
J4.66. Cost of feeding corn and al- 
falfa a ration used as a "check 
ration" in the tests, amounted to 
$6.63 per 100 pounds gain. 


Lambs fed corn, barley, dried 
beet pulp, cottonseed'meal, alfalfa 
and beet tops gained even faster, 
showing an average dally, gain to- 
taling .39 of a pound, cost per 100 
pounds of gain,for this ration was

ference associates in any of the 
more

sports. 
Maroon football 
teams 
lave been push overs in Big Ten 
competition for several seasons 
and the baseball and track repre- 
sentatives not much better. But 
at basketball, Chicago is in a class 
all by itself for complete incom- 
petence. 
The Maroons now have lost 33 
consecutive Big Ten basketball 
games, their last victory being an 
epochal event in 1035. The current 
team is so apt at missing the hoop, 
it has a grand chance of finishing 
tha. season without a reversal of 
that form and should give Chicago 
a run of three seasons without 
a. win. 
Chicago explains Its lack of suc- 
cess in football by inability to 
match conference rivals in man 
power — the inference being that 
Midway 
scholastic requirement* 
are too high for gridiron experts. 
The same argument hardly can 
be used for basketball, baseball 
and track, in which big squads are 
not essential. So It must he the 
maroons have lost their love for 
the more rugged games.

On the other hand the Mnroona 
are hot numbers at fencing, gym- 
nastics, hand ball, swimming ant 
tennis— sports In which IndlTldua 
rather than team (kill l< para 


lnrliviHll.il mount. Chicago Is developing an 
llimviauai unusual ^^ o£ undergraduate and 


athletically Its students seem to 
be more European than American 
n mold. The student body aS a 
group, shows but little interest in 
ntercollegiatc contests. Football 
attendance on the Midway seldom 
is more than 10,000 even for tra- 
ditional games, and basketball 
crowds have fallen off lo 2,000 or 


!SS.This is a reflection of the cur- 
rent administrative thought, which 
deprecates the value of intercol- 
legiate sports. 
Theoretically, at 
least, Chicago continues its ath- 
letic program to provide exercise 
and recreation rather than for the 
purpose of winning games. 


Plenty of Endowments. 


Because of its tremendous en- 
dowments, Chicago is not vitally 
interested in the financial returns 
of its intercollegiate teams. How- 
ever, gate receipts are of great 
import to the Maroons' tradi- 
tional rivals and unless there is a 
chance ol conditions on the mid- 
way, other conference schools soon 
will play Chicago from a sense of 
duty rather than choice. Certain 
Big Ten schools no longer will 
schedule the Maroons, in football 
but the rotating system In basket- 
ball guarantees the school a rep- 
resentative booking.

Serums Perfected to 


Combat Huge Death 
Toll From Disease

IN THE United States it has I 


been proposed to battle a serious 
national evil. A campaign is di- 
rected against that dreaded dis-l 
ease, pneumonia, the most deadly 
of human ailments, -his affliction 
of mankind takes an average toll 
of 100,600 lives in the United 
States every year. It is time to 
*nd it. 


Although a great deal is known 
about pneumonia, a definite cure is 
not yet available. It Is caused by 
a germ called the "pneumococcus". 


There are actually 32 different 


types of this germ. They are re- 
•ponsible for many diseases, includ- 
ing the various forms of pneu- 
monia. 
Although these various 


types of the pneumococcus resem- 
ble one another and are capable 
•ven of producing similar symp- 
toms, the diseases they produce re- 
quire different treatment. 


New serums have now been per- 


fected, and it is believed these will 
help reduce the seriousness of this 
disease. These serums do not pre- 
vent pneumonia. Neither can they 
be considered as a positive cure for 
all cases of the disease. But their 
definitely-beneficial effect cannot 
be disregarded. In fact, it is hoped 
that'through the use of the serums 
the death rate of the disease may 
be reduced by more than 50 per 
cent. 


Some Drawbacks 


Unfortunately, there are several 


drawbacks associated with the use 
of the serums. First, they are ex- 
pensive. Then, they are not always 
available. They are of little value 
late in the disease. They can onl., 
be given after the "typing" of the 
patient and an accurate test has 
been take.^ to determine the nature 
of the pneumonia present. 
To insure the availability of 


serum treatment and to make 
known Its importance, are the pur- 
poses of the campaign. This 'will 
require a great deal of money. I 
am glad to say that funds have 
been provided in many communi- 
ties. The New York state legisla- 
ture voted a v$400,000 pneumonia, 
control budget. 
It is estimated that more than 


100,000 persons will contract the 
dreadful disease during the "pneu- 
monia months". On this account 
every effort is being made to hasten 
the campaign. It is hoped that as 
a result ot these efforts disease will 
be robbed of its dangers.

Ob- 
viously, East can pass and thus avoid 
any risk. Moreover, he is justified in 
fe«lln£ that he may pick up a couple 
hundred points by defeating the op- 
ponents' contract. But if East adopts 
this course he is passing up an ex- 
cellent bet. What he should do is 
double/ He has a very fair hand, In- 
cluding one sure diamond stopper 
and m likelihood of two stoppers. 
Although • double Is technically of 
the take-out variety, it carries a 
strong Implication to partner that he 
should leave in the double if he feels 
that'there Is a reasonable'chance to 
defeat on* no trump. It Is this fea- 
ture of the delayed double that is Its 
strongest point. 


Consider West's hand In this par- 


ticular deal. It contains a good heart 
suit and nothing outside. Yet West's 
proper response to East's delayed 
double is a pass, most emphatically 
not a two heart bid. If the doubled 
no trump is allowed to stand West 
can reasonably expect to run five of 
his six hearts. [It is highly unlikely 
that East would have doubled with a 
singleton heart.] West should bear 
In mind that East did not double one 
diamond, therefore there is no ground 
for the hope that game can be made 
in hearts. 
But there Is excellent 


reason for feeling that one no trump 
may be severely penalized. If North 
passes, It will be noted that East's 
delayed double pays splendid divi- 
dends. Good defense, Involving a low 
heart opening on West's part, will 
hold North-South to a maximum of 
four tricks. 
If North decides to 


rescue with two diamonds. East can 
double again, this time, of course, a 
straight penalty double,, and although 
this is a better contract for North* 
South, It, too, will b* defeated 500 
points,
